The season of New England [own meetings is at hand. 


Many of these have already been held and there are many 


. nlore'fo come, and until the last has taken place there will be 
something to talk, about in the rural communities, together 


. with more or less good,"copy" for the newspapers, for there 
:- are few things more readable than a good town meeting story. 


His in'these meetings (hat a spade is called'a spade; it is 
through them that government is conducted on the "direct 
action" plan. Here one man is as good as anpllierj in propor- 
tion to his ability, and the same is now true of women, who 
sfand on ail even footing with the male population. 


'•• .'. ItJs a season when.city Dwellers who have ever lived in 


c&unlry towns are inclined Id envy the "folks back home" who 
still enjoy the blessing of government of the people, by the 


' people and for the people in the fullest sense of the term. 


Full of interest is the annual gathering of the people of a 


towii to review their public affairs for the past year and shape 
them for the year ahead.- It .is:a serious business and one that 
is taken1 seriously, and yet that town meeting is a failure-that 
fails to produce its periods of levity and good-natured banter- 
ing/ vThe flrjor is opien to every citizen and some of the most 
remarkable oratorical efforts are heard in the New England 
towivmeeting.V '" numerous1'qf these towns there are college; 
or ofhYr higher institutions of learning, but many of Ihe speak 
ers make: it plain (hat they liey'erfcnjoyed the advantages there 
offered. 
But1 even'these seldom- fail to make themselves un 


derslooli,'and in many instances the':'most'sensible comments 
and suggestions are couched in most ungrammafical terms 
yet they are given.a respectful hearing and are not withoii 
llieir'influence on the action of the voters. 


But all this is a mere matter of detail. The important fact is 


-that'in town.meeting the people have full control of. their 
public,affairs. They make their appropriation's to suit them- 
selves, decide what shall and shall not be done and have their 
own say from beginning to end. 
If not all:goes to their liking 


—r^an'd in many instances it doesn't—they have only them 
selves'to blame. The whole thing is in their own hands. There 
js.no city council and rio,legislature (o be held responsible foi 


. shortcomings, real.or imaginary. Such glory and blame .as 
there may be'are '-'up to.the people." 


: And ouf of it all come good results in (Jie greaI-majority of 


cases. The afi'airs'of a country town are not so complicated 
that the ordinary citizen cnmipt understand them. He knows 
what he is working for or against, and why, which i l i s to be 
feared is not always true of -members of more pretentious leg- 
islative bodies. Because of this the affairs of most towns are 
satisfactorily managed aiid the tax payers are able to "live 
within their means," something which not all cily tax payers 
feel that they are permitted to do. 


'Hie town form of government represents democracy in its 


truest aspect. The large communities must necessarily have 
recotvrse to representative government,-which works wetf so 
long as il represents Ihe people; but in the big cilies it so oflen 
represents certain classes and influejices:to such an extent as 
to carry it faf from its original design. 


The New England town meeting is a splendid institution. 


It "gives every voter a show,", even for the offices, .and what 
more has'any reasonable man or woman a right to ask? 


That the people of New Hampshire are alive lo the value of 


•shade.trees and the need of properly protecting (hem was made 
plain al a meeting at'Concord a few days ago, at which there 
.were present.people from all parts of the state.- Governor 
Brown was among the speakers. "AnVong the thing's for which 
New Hampshire is famous are its beautiful shade trees and il 
is proper that these should receive Ihe care and.atfeiitiqii which 
they will so well repay.
